§ 21. 1. Augment BignifieB increase. The 
tenses that receive it, are, the perfect and future 
perfect of all the moods and participle, and the 
imperfect, aorist, and pluperfect of the indicative. 

2. It is of two kinds: 1. Syllabic augment, 
made by prefixing e. 2. Temporal augment, 
made by lengthening an initial vowel. 

3. The syllabic augment belongs to verbs be- 
ginning with a consonant.

§ 22. 1. Beduplication consists properly in a 
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repetition of the initial sound. It belongs to the 
perfect, plnperfect, and future perfect.

OloMes of Verbs. 

§ 23. 1. Verbs are divided into pure, mute, 
and liquid^ according as the root ends in a vowel, 
a mute (tt, ^8, ^; ^, 7, %\ r, S, 5; also i)j or a 
liquid (X, fi, v, p). 

2. The root of a verb consists of those letters 
which are found in every part of the verb. 

3. Pure verbs, ending in aoD, em, and ow, are 
contracted in the present and imperfect tenses, and 
hence called pure contract verbs. 

4. Verbs in fii, derived from pure verbs, are 
so called because the first person singular of the 
indicative active takes the personal ending /Lte. 

5. Verbs having more than one root are re- 
garded as cmomaUms. 

6. A d^ectwe verb has only some of its parts 
in use.
